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The Prometheus Enchained was in all probability the 
chief and central play of a Tetralogy, of which the 
TJpo/iirjOeifs TJvp^opos constituted the first piece and 
the Iipo/j.r)0sif9 Av6fi6po9 contained the happy winding- 
up, together with a satirical drama, the name of 
which is unknown. Short fragments from the two 
plays are given in Dindorf s * AnroawaafidTia^ while in 
the Tuscvlan Disputations (ii. 10) we have a transla- 
tion of twenty-eight lines from the Prometheus Solu- 
tus by Cicero himself. In the first play of the series 
Prometheus would appear as the divine benefactor of 
mankind in various ways (see P. V, 442 fol.), especially 
by bestowing on them the gift of Fire against the will 
of Zeus. In the existing Tragedy Prometheus is the 
divine martyr, suffering the penalty of his love for 
man and disobedience to Zeus. In the Prometheus 
Unbound the champion of humanity is delivered, with 
the consent of Zeus, through the vicarious self-sacrifice 
of Cheiron and the instrumentality of Herakles (P, V, 
872, 1027), 
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vi PREFACE. 

The Prometheus Vinctus^ a drama consisting of 
the simplest and slightest plot, may be divided into 
four main parts (Acts they cannot with strict propriety 
be called). In the First (vv. 1-128) we have the 
binding and nailing of Prometheus to the rock by 
Hephaestus under the direction of two personified ab- 
stractions. Strength and Force^ and (when his perse- 
cutors have done and departed) the soliloquy of their 
hitherto silent victim. In the Second (w. 128-561) 
the Chorus, daughters of Okeanos, appear to offer 
their timid but sincere sympathy to Prometheus, who 
in conversing with them develops his character and 
explains his services rendered to gods and men. In 
contrast with the maidens, Okeanos (a kindred Titan) 
presently arrives to visit Prometheus, and by his half- 
hearted sympathy, commonplace reproof, and tame 
counsels of submission, only hardens the hero's heart 
into greater firmness and disdain of yielding. Pro- 
metheus finally, dismissing Okeanos, addresses himself 
again to the Chorus. In the Third part (w. 561-908) 
lo, a fellow-sufierer at the hands of Zeus, and con- 
nected with the Okeanides (v, 686), comes across Pro- 
metheus in the course of her penal wanderings, the 
past and future of which he is enabled by his onmi- 
science to set before her. Though too absorbed in 
her own miseries to sympathise much with Prometheus, 
she furnishes him with an occasion of shewing how her 
destiny is intertwined with his own, and how his de- 
liverance will ultimately be effected through a de- 
scendant of hers, In the Fourth part (w. 908-1093) 
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Prometheus has just worked himself to the highest 
pitch of defiance by contemplating the future over- 
throw of Zeus, when Hermes arrives as messenger from 
the latter to demand the secret of his dethronement. 
Prometheus refusing to reveal it, in spite of the me- 
paces conveyed by Hermes and the pious entreaties of 
the Chorus, who remain sympathetic and faithful to 
the last, a crash of all the elements takes place, and 
Prometheus is hurled to Tartarus, with his last voice 
calling Earth, Heaven, and Justice to behold his un- 
deserved doom. 

If -^schylus derived from Hesiod (in whose poems 
the myth is first found) some of his materials for the 
story of Prometheus, the character of the hero may 
be said to be wholly the creation of the Tragedian. 
That the dispossessed Titan communicated to man the 
discovery of Fire (which had been purposely withheld 
by Zeus), and for this act of rebellion was bound to a 
pillar and preyed upon by an eagle through many 
generations, till his release was effected by Herakles, 
is related with certain variations in the Hesiodic poems. 
On this basis ^schylus constructed his representation 
of Prometheus, enlarging and dignifying it on the side 
of both action and suffering. Not only does the Titan 
play a leading part in the War in Heaven by helping 
to raise Zeus himself to power (see P. V. v. 216 fol.) ; 
but his services to man are made to extend far beyond 
that of conveying Fftre. Though not the Creator of 
man, Prometheus is represented by -^schylus as their 
Preserver when Zeus would have destroyed the race 
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(see T. 231 fol.): and as having, in pity at their 
feeble and helpless condition, taught them all the arts 
of industry and civilisation. But if Promethens is 
great as a benefactor to man, he is greater still as a 
martyr for man. He suffers as a God, triumphant over 
physical pain^ though keenly sensitive to the shame and 
exposure of his punishment, and righteously xadignant 
at the tyranny of Z^us, thus persecuting him. for no 
worse crime than an ' exceeding love ' for man, while 
forgetting the services that had raised the successor of 
Kronos to his throne in Heaven. An interesting 
parallel might be drawn between the Prometheus of 
^schylus, and the Satan of 3filton : but the former 
is far the grander character of the two, inasmuch 
as the rebellion of Prometheus (unlike Satan^s) is 
prompted by the highest and most disinterested mo- 
tives, while his punishment is borne with a finer courage, 
unmixed with the rage and revengefolness of the 
fallen Archangel. Indeed it is scarcely too much to 
say of Prometheus that he ' is the type of the highest 
perfection of moral and intellectual nature, impelled 
by the purest and truest motives to the best and 
noblest ends' — (Shelley.) 

In him nearly the whole moral interest of the play 
lies. Of the remaining characters, Hephaestus repre- 
sents strength combined with a certain degree of 
tenderness and sympathy — contrasting thus with the 
Ijrute force and unmitigated ferocity of Bia and 
Kpdrof, Okeanos, with his mere show of compassion 
and cold offers of help, sets off the genuine feeling 
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and faithful devotion of his daughters. The self- 
absorption of lo in her sufferings brings out more 
fully the self-forgetfulness and consideration for others 
so characteristic of Prometheus: while the rudeness 
and insolence of the messenger of the Gods (Hermes) 
harmonises with the harsh, overbearing temper of the 
new dynasty of Olympus, contrasting with the kindlier 
nature of the older Gods supplanted by Zeus. 

Not more than two actors (the second being one of 
the improvements introduced by -^schylus) were em- 
ployed in the representation of the Prometheus on the 
stage. In the first scene, where a third might seem to 
be required, it should be remembered that Force ap- 
pears as a mute, while Prometheus is seen only in effigy, 
no words being put in his mouth till the actor who 
played the part of Hephaestus is, by the departure of 
the latter (v. 81), left free to utter them. 

Throughout the play the unity of place is pre- 
served, there being no change of scene from the rock 
beside the earth-encircling Okeanos in Scythia, whereon 
Prometheus is bound. 

The exact date of the representation of the F7V- 
metheus Vinctus at Athens seems to be unknown ; it 
was probably between 470 and 460 B.C.: though per- 
haps it was first brought out at Syracuse.
